Your Jelts 
are the crudeſt Things in Nature, your amorous Tales, the 
rankeſt Bawdry, your Hunting Diale&, an unintelligible 
Jargon, your Stories of Elections, confin'd within your owt 
Pale, and conſequently tireſome to Strangers: The Witt- 
ciſms upon the Parſon (of which the Gentlemen of your 
Robe are the tameſt Hearers in Nature, ſo long as the Com- 
any are of the true Church) generally Rude, if not Profane. 
our Reaſonings Wild, your Belief Implicit : But theſe, tho 
moſt of them Dull or Immoral, and con ſequently cannot fail 
of giving Offence, to a Chaſt or a Nice Eat᷑; yet are ſtill more 
tolerable upon mariy Accounts, than the General Heads of 
your Modern Country Converſation, ſuch as Damning the 
Revolution; Speaking Diſhonourably of King William; Curſing the 
Succeſſion of the Houſe of Hannover; Railing at the Dutch, 


Drinking the Pretender's health, Abuſing the Biſhops and Clergy, | 


which are ſtrong Aſſerters of the Revolution, and the Innocent Reſiſt- 
ance made at that Time; Defaming the late ſucceſiſul Adminiſtra- 
tion. Preſaging Dangers to the Ch———-h, unleſs the Government 
is in violent Hands; not to mention your ſiding with Papiſts, Non - 
jurors, c. Theſe you know are the inexhauſted Subjects of 
Converſation of late, to which too many of you Reverend 
Gentlemen give your Company, if not your Conſent. 

Now I charitably believe that many of you are not aware of 


the ill conſequences that attend ſuch Impious and Illegal 
Practiſes of the Laity, or ſuch Sinful Compliances in the 


Gentlemen of your Function; To ſet you right therefore, as 
far as my fleader inſight will enable me, I ſhall briefly run 


thro' the Particulars I have mention'd, and ſhew ybu the 


Danger, as well as the Folly, of ſuch Notions and Actions.

and ſecur'd to Hei. Theſe are only Perſonal Miſchiefs ; but 
the influence of ſuch Principles is more Dangerous: By this 
you fix in Peoples minds a mean opinion of Liberty, and incline 


them to think that our Priviledges are merely Notional, 
and conſequently not worth half the ſtruggle and expence 
we ha ve been at to defend them. But pray of what value 


would theſe Gentlemens Eſtates have been without thisRevo- || 


Jution > What Liberty of Perſon? What Freedom of Will? 
What could they have all their own? Nay, What could have 
ben with. held from the Rage and boundleſsAppetite of a Bar- 
barous Prince, or aTyrant under no reſtraint by this time > But 
theſe are trivialthings not worth yourNotice. Twenty twoYears 
Has baniſh'd the Horrour of ſuch thoughts out of your minds. 
As to that impicus Topick of ſpeaking diſhonourably of 
King William, What can {ome of your Gentlemen mean by 
depreciating that Royal Name but only to lodge a mark of
